The commission tells the president 


that because of the failure of the Chi- 
cago board of trade to co-operate it 
was unable to obtain necessary infor- 
mation as to whether there had been 
large transactions in wheat futures of 
a manipulative character. 


As to the concentrated purchases 


of wheat in this country by foreign 
government which have undertaken to 
regulate at home flour prices irrespect- 
ive of the price of wheat, the commis- 
sion declares that If these purchases'
